Glendining’s at Ninety 


A ninetieth anniversary is an event we are proud to celebrate with a sale 
which, in the words of many of our early catalogues, contains a 
“Valuable Collection”. Alfred Lewis Phillips was a collector of great 
modesty, who bought coins selectively for many years. His wife would 
often attend the auctions at Glendining’s, and they both valued the 
judgement of William French, in the formation of the collection. His 
ancient Greek and Roman coins were sold earlier this year, on Wednes- 
day, 7th March. On the front cover we have chosen to illustrate the 
portrait Testoon of Mary, Queen of Scots, dated 1553, bought at the 
Lockett sales in 1957, simply because, of all the coins he owned, this was 
his personal favourite. He bought it for the then substantial sum of £135, 
believing that it was, in the words of the catalogue description, ‘The 
finest known specimen of this extremely rare coin’’. The colour repro- 
duction demonstrates why he was justly proud to own it. His collection 
is filled with a wide range of interesting and beautiful coins — we feel 
that this catalogue reflects his good taste and sound judgement. 


Other properties and collections complement the sale. A good variety 
of English and world coins are represented in these sections, including a 
number of outstanding coins: a lovely Napoleon 5-Francs of 1811 struck 
at Turin, a Burgers Pond of the South African Republic in excellent 
condition, and three quite exceptional hammered coins of Charles II
